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More Than One Way to Search the Internet

Genealogists are familiar with Google as an Internet 
search engine, and indeed, Google ranks as the top one. 
The phrase “just Google” is heard often. 


But did you know there are alternatives to 
Google? Below are some you may want to explore. Each 
has different audience demographics and mode of 
operation. 


Microsoft Bing Formerly just called Bing 


Yahoo! 
Google 


Founded in 1994, Yahoo actually predates 


DuckDuckGo Proponent of private Internet searches 


Startpage With headquarters in The Netherlands, 
Startpage claims to be the top private search engine 


Ask! Formerly called Ask Jeeves, this uses a question- 
and-answer format 


Dogpile A meta-search engine that gives results based 
on Yahoo, Google, and other search engines 


WolframAlpha “... “compute expert-level answers 
using Wolfram’s breakthrough algorithms, 
knowledgebase, and AI technology.” Good for analytics 


Qwant Another privacy search engine, based in France 


You could use any of the above to search for “Google 
alternatives” to find even more! 


Although Pinterest, Youtube, Facebook, and Twitter 
are viewed as social media, they also can be useful for 
genealogists. Each of these would search their own 

database and are not, strictly speaking, search engines. 


And don’t forget the Internet Archive (archive.org) that 
is useful for finding earlier versions of a website via 
their Wayback Machine. This website is really a library 
and even has a Genealogy section! Especially good for 
historical data.

The various search engines will feature many ads and 
some of the sites are better at identifying them than 
others. Sometimes the ads appear along the side of the 
screen, but often they are displayed in the search results, 
often marked by the word “Ad.” You may have to look 
carefully for the “Ad” word. 


Some of the search engines feature other tools such as 
calculator functions, maps, software tools and more. In 
addition, there may be suggestions on “best practices” for 
entering and filtering search results. 


The best advice is to try the same search query on 
several different sites.

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Tips and Tricks To Tell Your Story 
(NOTE: Following taken from the November 2022 minutes) 


1. Malvina Lutz shared her example using StoryWorth. 
Preserve meaningful moments and memories in a 
beautiful keepsake book. Share the experience with loved 
ones and discover stories you never knew. Think of it like 
a storybook or a journal. You can use pre-defined titles 
given by StoryWorth or write your own titles. You can 
add photos. StoryWorth sends you an email with a 
question once every week. By the end of one year, you 
will have 52 weeks of storytelling. Keep your stories 
simple. Your life story can serve as a treasure trove to 
your family. Once the year is up you will receive a 
hardbound book with all your stories included. You may 
then order additional books for your family members. 
The book you create is all about the memories. 


2. Rita Lindahl shared her story of where her family was 
from. After her parents passed on, she found her father’s 
letters from WWI and put them in a binder. She talked 
about how she wrote her husband’s autobiography and 
put those stories into a manuscript and had it bound. Her 
genealogy stories began in about 1950’s in rural Ogden. 
She found the research center in Utah very helpful. She 
even put a book together regarding past family reunions. 
She has gathered family newsletters and placed those in 
mini books as well. The hardest part was getting people 
to send her their family news. She has found Family Tree 
Maker to be very friendly and helpful. One nice thing 
about Family Tree Maker is no one can change the 
information you submit. She found the Ogden 
Newspapers helpful in her research. The books she put 
together regarding WWI she plans to give to the Iowa 
Historical Society or her local historical society. 


3. Mary Lohr shared her story on the Lohr-Hanson 
family. She uses the Public Tree on Ancestry. She also 
has a Facebook group, a blog group, a website with links 
to Ancestry tree. Limitations are it doesn’t show siblings 
and so forth. She has done the DNA on Ancestry which 
helps her connect to other family members she doesn’t 
know. WordPress.com allows her to share stories. With 
the Facebook group, people have to ask to join which 
keeps the unwanted people out. Tracing Your Ancestors 
is a Google website which links to Facebook and other 
things.

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1950 Census is Topic of February 13 SCGS 
Meeting 


The US. Federal Census for 1950 was released to the 
public on April 1, 2022. Genealogy researchers were 
delighted to have another tool to help trace their ancestry. 


At the Monday, February 13 SCGS meeting, Gwenna 
Jacobson and Mary Lohr will give an update on what can 
be found in this latest census release. They’lI tell us about 
why U.S. census records are released to the public after 
72 years (no, it’s not because that was the life 
expectancy), why the page numbering may lead one to 
think there are missing pages, what questions were asked, 
how “sampling” was used ... and more. 


They will also demonstrate how an “edit” can be made in 
the case of spelling and transcription errors. 


Have you found yourself or ancestors in the 1950 census? 


NOTE: This Census information may be also stated in 
other places in this newsletter, but this Census is very 
important. 


History of Mardi Gras in the US 


Information from website Shrove Tuesday/Mardi Gras 


in the United States (timeanddate.com) 


Mardi Gras celebrations in the United States go back as 
early as 1703, when French soldiers held festivities in 
Mobile, Alabama. Back when it was more of a pre-Lent 
celebration akin to festivities on Shrove Tuesday in 
modern-day France. 


Mardi Gras became a parade event in 1857, when the 
Cowbellion de Rakin Society, the first of Mobile’s 
organizations that journeyed to New Orleans, set up a 
Mardi Gras celebration with the first carnival society, the 
Mistick Krewe of Comus. 


During the Covid-19 pandemic, parades and _ large 
gatherings were cancelled. In order to keep the spirit 
alive, many New Orleans residents decorated their houses 
and front yards in spectacular fashion, earning the 2021 
festivities the nickname “Yardi Gras”.

The maternal line of Linda’s father came to Story County 
in the early 1850's. One of her third great grandfathers, E. 
C. Evans, was the first County Judge in Story County. 
When there was a family reunion Linda presented a 
cemetery tour that included Nevada Municipal, 
Woodland or Iowa Center, Colo, Murphy/Micah French, 
St Patrick's in Nevada, Bloomington, and Ames 
Municipal cemeteries. (And she has discovered she needs 
to add Mound cemetery the next time!) Her father’s 
maternal grandfather was born in Nevada, and he and his 
wife were both raised and married in Story County. 
Linda’s parents were township elected officials as well: 
her father was a trustee and her mother was the township 
clerk for Nevada Township. They took care of the two 
cemeteries in the township which included Mound 
cemetery. However, at the time her father did not know 
that his great-great-great grandparents, Robert and 
Johanna McCartney, are buried there. 


She was born in Nevada, graduated from Nevada High 
School, and retired from the Nevada Public Library 
where she had worked for 21 years. She is also a board 
member of the Nevada Historical Society. 


Her genealogy research started in about 1997, but her 
sister had already done some research as had her 
mother. The diary of a great-grandmother is one of their 
prized possessions. 

And even though the diary entries are not lengthy, the 
information 

is straightforward about day-to-day happenings. Some 
of the details help to understand reasons for family 
members relocating within Iowa during the Great 
Depression of the 1930s. 


In her presentation Linda will highlight the website that 
is a treasure trove for Story County information. (Hint 
No. 1: it ranks near the top of all such websites in the 
USA). 


She will also talk about the resources, both digital and 
non-digital, at the Nevada Public Library, Nevada 
Historical Society, as well as other aids available for 
research in eastern Story County. 

(Hint No. 2: not everything is online.) 

Attend Linda’s presentation on February 15 and learn 
what ancestral gems are available in small town Iowa! 
(Hint No. 3: more than you may have imagined!) 
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Diana Shonrock: “Preserving lowa’s Food 


Traditions Through the Community 
Cookbook Collection”

Diana Shonrock was the presenter for the January 
Genealogy Plus program. Her topic “Preserving Iowa’s 
Food Traditions Through the Community Cookbook 
Collection” emphasized how food affects our history. 
She talked about how the kitchen is the heart of the home. 


Other highlights: 


*In the past century two world wars, the Great 
Depression, women returning to the workforce, and the 
baby boomer population all contributed to the types of 
food we eat and how it is prepared. 


*The Iowa Cookbook Collection, which is housed at 
Parks Library at lowa State University, is a collection of 
about 5,000 items. The books included have a connection 
to Iowa history. The oldest book is from 1902. There are 
cookbooks from “movers and shakers” including Mary 
B. Welch (wife of the first Iowa State president), Carrie 
Chapman Catt, (women’s suffragist), Leanna Driftmier 
(KMA radio station in Shenandoah, Iowa). Also includes 
all issues of Kitchen Klatter Magazine, many of which 
have been digitized and can be viewed online. 


*The collection started when retired army cook Robert 
Smith from What Cheer, Iowa, offered his extensive 
(12,000) cookbook collection to Iowa State University. 
Another sizable donation was from Ruth Ellen Church, 
an ISU graduate, who for many years was the food editor 
for the Chicago Tribune and wrote under the name Mary 
Meade. 


*There are cookbooks and recipes from Quaker Oats and 
Amana, as well as recipe books compiled for civic 
organization anniversaries. Often these books are filled 
with wise says, home remedies, and everyday 
suggestions for homemaking. 


*Some of the family cookbooks include the Twedt 
Family Cookbooks, Graziano Brothers collection, and 
the Mitchell County Heritage Cookbook.

*Books with a connection to Iowa historical cooking are 
still being considered for the collection.

I think by now everyone knows the value of the Zoom 
program that Story County Genealogical Society (SCGS) 
uses for video meetings on a_ regular basis. 


When the pandemic hit everyone, all organizations were 
scrambling to find a way to stay in touch with their 
membership. SCGS, like other organizations, found 
Zoom to be a good alternative. Then the pandemic eased 
up a little bit but some people still wanted the capability 
of attending a meeting without actually going out of the 
house and attending, whether they were out of the Story 
County area or for other reasons. That is where Zoom 
came in very handy. 


SCGS has gained membership in certain parts of the USA 
that may not be within our travel area, so Zoom is a very 
good alternative. SCGS members are sent an invitation to 
all Zoom presentations and meetings. 


There are some things that you need to do on your 
computer to use Zoom successfully. 

First, have a set of headphones hooked into a USB port 
on your computer or be certain that your computer has a 
good speaker(s). 

Second, in the bottom, right corner of most computers is 
a logo that probably looks something this ©). Click on 
this logo or icon and you will be able to adjust the volume 
coming out of the computer. If this doesn’t help, you may 
want to go into the Settings and adjust the volume. This 
will enable you to hear the sounds coming through the 
computer. 

Third, if your computer doesn’t have a_ good 
microphone, then the other people on Zoom may not be 
able to hear you. 


When you sign-on to Zoom, use the link that is sent to 
your email by the SCGS person arranging the meeting. 
When you click on the link, it will download the driver 
and, after a little bit, it will start to ask you questions like 
“Join with video” and “join with audio”. You want to 
answer YES to both of these questions. If you discover 
that you don’t want the video or audio on, you can mute 
them when you get on Zoom. 


Zoom is a wonderful program, so don’t be intimidated by 
it. Use it like it was intended. If you want to try out Zoom, 
I’m certain that one of the officers of SCGS will help you.

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Plans for Revision of Genealogy Plus

Do you remember when SCGS first began the Genealogy Plus series? You would be correct if you said 2015. 
That’s eight years of excellent presentations on the third Wednesday. The idea for the series, in addition to the 
regular SCGS monthly evening meeting, was to provide expanded genealogical content during the daytime. 


And the response from the public and members has been fantastic. In the early days, a qualified speaker would 
present an hour program, followed by an hour of hands-on assistance and research. This program was co-sponsored 
by the Ames Public Library and they graciously provided a bank of laptops for people to use during the second 
hour. (And if memory serves correctly, they also provided coffee and tea.) Sometimes there were attendees who 
were using the computer up until the very last minute before we had to clear the room. 


Then an unseen event occurred-- the Pandemic, and with it many changes. The library was closed, so Genealogy 
Plus could not hold our regular programs in the building, but that challenge was handled by going virtual, and the 
series was then continued via Zoom sessions. 


A few years later, life returned to somewhat “normal” and regular activities resumed, including Genealogy Plus 
programs-- but with an addition. The series became hybrid, with both in-person attendance and also broadcast via 
Zoom. So, participants had a choice between attending at the library or watching remotely. And the Ames Public 
Library added yet another way to access the content: by recording the live presentation and making it available for 
later viewing on their YouTube channel. 


Now some of those changes mentioned earlier are in the planning process. SCGS has not offered any genealogy 
classes for some time. And that is what is on the agenda, beginning with a two-hour class (“Genealogy 101”) in 
September and October 2023. We’ ll have a speaker in November. Then, depending on the perceived need, we will 
offer help sessions or training session as needed during the winter months. 


The two-hour classes will be in person only, but if the members working on the class are willing, we would like to 
offer evening classes the following week via Zoom, permitting members who would like to join us but are unable to 
attend during the day due to distance and other factors. 


In March and April 2024 (yes, we do plan ahead!), we’ll present a two-hour class, followed by a speaker in May. 
These two classes will be an extension of the fall classes. 


That’s the format as planned for now ... but the exact content is still being developed. The Ames Public Library 
has graciously agreed to co-sponsor the events. 


In summary, Genealogy Plus is not going away. It’s just being relaunched in September 2023 in a different format. 
But one thing is not changing: the speakers and the classes will be free, a price we can all appreciate!

Among this group were future engineers, 
teachers and professors, a future aviator, two future 
university Directors of Agriculture, three future university 
presidents and a future Congressional Medal of Freedom 
recipient - all defying the odds by attending an historically 
White college in a majority White state.

In 1993, I (Patricia Ballard Coffie) had given Mom (Nellie Gertrude (Fredregill) Ballard Pratt (Yes, there are 
stories there too) a hand-held voice-activated tape recorder and asked for stories as we visited the four cemeteries 
where family members were buried. It was Decoration Day. She had a story for every tombstone. 


This story involves two of Story County’s European/Norwegian pioneer families—Ballard and Sheffield. John was 
my father, Glenn my uncle, and Philip was their cousin. R. Phillip Sheffield and John F. Ballard Jr. graduated from 
Story City High School in 1928. 


Mom’s story was about Christmas long ago, maybe 1927. Dad had received a pocket watch for Christmas and 
would hold it out and admire the watch and the gold chain that would hang out of his pocket to anchor the watch 
through a button hole in a shirt or vest or suit jacket. 


First cousin Philip Sheffield came by that Christmas afternoon and said "I've got a new car. I've got a new 
car. Let's go for a ride." 


Glenn and John said of course "Sure. We'll go for a ride with you." 
Their mother said, "I wished you wouldn't." but they did. 


In those days it was a great trick you know to come up to a railroad track—they always had these tracks 
built up about six foot—and you go up that pretty fast and you go over it and you just fly for a few feet 
before you'd hit the ground again so Phillip says "Well, shall I slow down?"

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Editing Census Indexes

When you’re searching census records you may see your ancestors’ name misspelled. This can affect the indexing, making 
the name difficult to find. Ancestry.com provides an option to suggest an edit by adding an alternative name or spelling. (You 
do need an account to make the edits.) Of course, this does not change the actual census record, but adds an entry to the 
indexed field to serve as another access point for finding the name. 


To make an edit in Ancestry: search for the name in the census record and click on the search result to display the record.

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Daylight Saving Time Info 


Daylight saving time(DST), also referred to 
as daylight savings time or daylight time (United 
States, Canada, and Australia), or summer time (United 
Kingdom, European Union, and others), is the practice 
of advancing clocks (typically by one hour) during 
warmer months so that darkness falls at a later clock 
time. The typical implementation of DST is to set clocks 
forward by one hour in the spring ("spring forward"), 
and to set clocks back by one hour in the fall 
("fall back") to return to standard time. As a result, there 
is one 23-hour day in early spring and one 25-hour day 
in the middle of autumn. 


The idea of aligning waking hours to daylight hours to 
conserve candles was first proposed in 1784 by 
U.S. polymath Benjamin Franklin. In a satirical letter to 
the editor of The Journal of Paris, Franklin suggested 
that waking up earlier in the summer would economize 
on candle usage; and calculated considerable savings. 


NOTE: It is suggested that when you go to bed on 
Saturday night March 11", set your clock ahead 1 hour 
(i.e. 11pm will be changed to 12 midnight). Then when 
you wake up on Sunday morning March 12", your time 
will be set on daylight saving time. You can check this 
by looking at your mobile phone or computer time vs. 
the microwave or oven clock. Normally the mobile 
phones and computers will be changed automatically. 


American Legion Brief History 


The American Legion was established on March 15, 
1919, in Paris, France, by delegates to a caucus meeting 
from units of the American Expeditionary Forces 
(A.E.F.), which adopted a tentative constitution. The 
action of the Paris Caucus was confirmed and endorsed 
by a similar meeting held in St. Louis, Missouri, from 
May 8 to 10, 1919, when the Legion was formally 
recognized by the troops who served in the United 
States. The Paris Caucus appointed an Executive 
Committee of seventeen officers and men to represent 
the troops in France and the St. Louis caucus appointed 
a similar Committee of Seventeen. These two national 
executive committees amalgamated and were the initial 
governing body of the Legion. The temporary 
headquarters was located in New York City

The farmer finally looked down into the well and was 
amazed at what he saw... with each shovelful of dirt, the 
donkey was doing something incredible: It was shaking 
off the dirt and stepping on top of the dirt. 

Very soon everyone saw surprised how the donkey 
reached the mouth of the well, went over the edge and 
trotted out... 

Life is going to throw dirt at you, all kinds of dirt... the 
trick to getting out of the hole is to shake it off and use it 
to step up. Each of our problems is a step up. We can 
get out of the deepest holes if we don't give up... 

Use the land they throw you to get ahead!!! 

Remember the 5 rules to be happy: 

1. Free your heart from hate. 

2. Free your Mind of distractions. 

3. Simplify your life. 


4. Give more and expect less. 


5. Love more and... shake the dirt, because in this life 
you have to be a solution, not the problem!

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From Windows 10 to Linux: My Experience 
by Mary J. Lohr 


Recently my nearly five-year-old desktop computer running Windows 10 started shutting down at random times. At 
first this was an infrequent occurrence, but over time it had become more frequent and was very annoying. I tweaked 
all the appropriate settings but this did not solve the problem. An extensive Google search and more settings 
adjustment also did not solve the problem. 


I did not know if the cause was a Windows or a hardware problem and I really was not in the market for purchasing 
anew computer. So, I decided to install Linux Mint, a free operating system with an interface very similar to that of 
Windows. If my computer shutting down was a hardware problem, then Linux probably would not work, but I really 
had nothing to lose. 


The first step was to backup all my data to an external hard drive. Then I read (and re-read) the download and 
installation instructions at Linuxmint.com. While Linux is probably not for the faint-of-heart, it’s not rocket science, 
either. I did the download and installation when I had plenty of time and wasn’t preoccupied with other things (except 
genealogy, of course.) I used a flash drive rather than a disc for the download, verified the integrity of the download 
and system-- again, following the instructions carefully and methodically. 


Linux Mint can be installed on a computer using a dual boot system, meaning the computer can be booted to either 
Windows or Linux. This gave me a chance to try the Linux system without replacing the Windows system on my 
computer. The only limitation was that any changes made to a document or settings while running Linux from the 
flash drive were not saved at the end of the session. I liked what I saw so I went ahead and installed Linux on my 
computer hard drive and eliminated Windows 10, feeling a bit unsure during the process. 


But Linux booted very easily and setting up my preferences and customizing the settings was relatively easy. The 
home screen was beginning to look a bit like a familiar friend. 


Google Chrome and Firefox browsers worked well on my computer. That meant my usual Internet activity would 
basically be the same when I used either of them. 


But what about my genealogy software? Most of the programs are designed for either Windows or the Apple OS. 
Some Windows programs can run on Linux if Wine, a “Windows compatibility layer,” is used. Since I’ve been using 
RootsMagic I was able to download and install it and run if I opened it with Wine. The results were not entirely 
satisfactory since the response time was very slow. Another program to get Windows software to play nicely on 
Linux is called “PlayOnLinux.” The performance of RootsMagic was somewhat better using it, but still the system 
was sluggish. 


Gramps is a genealogy software program that is known to operate well on Linux. And, indeed, I was not disappointed 
when I used it. Gramps does have a learning curve, but also has the advantage of being free. 


I also tried the free version of AncestralQuest and was very impressed with the performance of its operating through 
PlayOnLinux. The response on Linux was as good as on Windows. I’m seriously considering switching to the paid 
version of AncestralQuest to take full advantage of all the features.

Other thoughts on using Linux: updates are easy to 
install; downloading software designed for Linux is easy, 
and installation is also fairly simple. The challenge is 
using Windows software and trying it to see if is 
compatible. Linux has much of the look and feel of the 
Windows operating system, but it is completely 
independent of Windows. Linux is free and open source 
so it costs nothing to try. 


Help is through online blogs and forums. Sometimes a 
solution can be found via a Google search or a Youtube 
video. Finding help will usually take a bit of an effort-- 
but that’s a good way to learn. 


The LibreOffice suite of tools, which is a free alternative 
to Microsoft Office, also comes already installed with 
Linux Mint. 


My printer worked flawlessly with the Linux system, but 
the scanner software is still putting up a fight. 
This has not yet been resolved. 


Overall, I’m pleased with the way my computer is 
operating with Linux. And that whole computer shutting 
down thing I mentioned earlier? That issue is no longer 
a problem with Linux. My computer boots up much 
faster and is no long randomly shutting down. I'll call 
that a win!

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Have You Discovered the PastPerfect 
Collection Software?

Maybe the term past perfect reminds you of high school 
English, but there is another meaning currently in use that 
can be applied to genealogical research. PastPerfect (one 
word) describes itself as “an application for collections 
archiving.” It is used by museums, archives, and libraries 
as well as other collections. The most frequent use is by 
small museums, but “small” is difficult to define in this 
case. 


The website http://www. pastperfect- 
online.com/collections.html includes a list of institutions 
that currently use the software package. You can browse 
the collection by state. For Iowa there are six entries: 


African American Museum of Iowa - Cedar Rapids 
Ames History Museum - Ames 

Fullhart/Carnegie Charitable Trust - Perry 

Iowa Jewish Historical Society - Des Moines 
Museum of Danish America - Elk Horn

It’s the perfect time to expand your 
knowledge of learning about your ancestry. In addition 
to printed resources, there are instructional videos on 
Youtube that may be of interest.

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The 10 Hard Truths Every Family Historian Must Learn 
This article appeared as A Family History Daily Tip Sheet 


No matter how far along you are in building your family tree, there are always surprises and new lessons to learn. 
These hard truths are ones all of us encounter at some point in our journey. When did you figure them out? 


1. Not every record is online. 
This might be the understatement of a lifetime. Several years ago, it was estimated that only 10% of genealogical 


documents and records are actually digitized and available on the internet. 

2. Other people’s trees are not valid sources. 

We can’t stress this hard truth enough, because even as you’re reading this, someone, somewhere is saving someone 
else’s collective research to their own family tree. 

3. Citing your sources is not optional. 

Remember those high school and college research papers that had to include footnotes, parenthetical citations, and a 
works cited or bibliography page? Those were required for one simple reason: Your teacher needed to know where 
you found your information, ensure you copied or interpreted it accurately, and check to make sure you’re giving 
credit to the original source. 

4. Not all of your family’s stories and assumptions are true. 

If you’ve always been told you’re descended from a Native American princess, the Queen _of England, or 
a Revolutionary War hero, be prepared: Thorough genealogy research and/or DNA technology may very well prove 
this family lore to be unfounded. 

5. One single database will not provide all the answers you need. 

I’ve had a paid subscription of some sort to Ancestry.com since 2002, and for those first few years, that was the only 
online database I used to research my family history. It wasn’t long, though, before I discovered genealogical treasure 
troves like FamilySearch, the USGenWeb sites, MyHeritage, FindMyPast, Internet Archive, the National Archives, 
GenealogyBank, and on and on and on! 

6. You will make mistakes in your research. 

And these mistakes will take you down rabbit holes and they will eat up a lot of your research time. But — and this 
is a big ol? BUT — you will learn from every single mistake you make. 

7. You will hit brick walls. 

All genealogists have at least one ancestor who has confounded them. Eventually, you will come to a person who 


seems to have disappeared from history too. 


8. Technology doesn’t solve every genealogical problem. 
Don’t get us wrong, technological innovations over the past 30 years or so have revolutionized genealogical research 


— but they’re not the only tools you have. 

9. Original records will contain errors. 

As much as we’d like to hope that our ancestors’ names will be consistently spelled only one way, that their number 
of children will never vary, that a probate record will read exactly like the will it supposedly quotes, or that a birth 
date will be accurate on a death certificate — these things simply don’t always happen. 

10. You are never “done” tracing your roots. 

If only we old-timers had a quarter for every time, we heard someone say, “Oh, yeah, my Aunt Bessie did our 
genealogy,” or “I’ve already finished my family tree.” We would have enough money to pay lifetimes subscriptions 
to all the genealogy databases and fund several trips to our home countries! 


Family History Daily has been helping researchers like you uncover their roots since 2013. 
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Mother’s Day

Armed Forces Day 


Unlike Veterans Day (previously observed as Armistice Day - the end of World War I), which honors those who 
wore the cloth of our nation at war; and unlike Memorial Day, which honors those who died wearing the cloth of our 
nation at war, Armed Forces Day is the proper day to honor all of the men and women currently serving, as 
well as those who have served and sacrificed to defend our freedom. 


Armed Forces Day was created on August 31, 1949, by then-Secretary of Defense, Louis Johnson, to replace separate 
Army, Navy and Air Force Days. The event stemmed from the Armed Forces’ unification under one Department of 
Defense by then-President Harry S. Truman when he signed the National Security Act into law on July 26, 1947. 


Peace Officers Memorial Day 


Peace Officers Memorial Day is held annually in the United States on May 15 in honor of federal, state and local officers killed 
or disabled in the line of duty. It is observed in conjunction with Police Week. 


Many businesses and community members across the nation, especially those who lost family members, friends or colleagues 
who were local officers, will lower their flags in remembrance of the law enforcement officers killed in the line of duty. Some 
police departments hold an annual law enforcement memorial ceremony on this day. 


Each year, the Fraternal Order of Police and its Auxiliary organizes a national memorial service on the day, drawing thousands 
of people from many parts of the United States. The service is followed by the placement of a memorial wreath at the National 
Law Enforcement Officers Memorial in Washington DC. On this day, people are also reminded of the need to be vigilant against 
all forms of crime.

Story County Genealogical Society 
Meeting Minutes May 8, 2023 
In Person at Ames Public Library and via Zoom 


The meeting began under the direction of President Nancy Long at 6:39 p.m. with 9 people participating via Zoom 
and 11 people attended in person. 


Nancy introduced this evening’s guest speaker, Alex Fejfar, Ames History Museum Exhibit Manager. He spoke on 

the subject of Black Trailblazers. Here is a brief recap. They were: 

1. George Washington Carver: He became Iowa State's first Black student and, later, its first Black faculty 
member. He graduated from ISU in Science and Agriculture in 1894. Earned his MS in 1896. He eventually 
moved his research to what was then the Tuskegee Institute in Alabama. Feb. 1, 2023 was the first George 
Washington Carver Day in Iowa. He died in 1943. 

. Willa Juanita Ewing: She was the first woman of color to graduate from Ames High School and Iowa State. 
She received her BS in Horticulture in 1926 and went on to receive an MS in Horticulture in 1935. 

. Walter Garfield Madison: Born in 1888 and one of the first African American students to graduate from Iowa 
State and was the first to receive a degree in mechanical engineering when he graduated in 1914. He graduated 
with a diploma in steam engineering from Alabama’s Tuskegee Institute in 1906. Madison filed a patent for a 
“flying machine” in 1910 and in 1912 he was granted the patent. During his time in Ames - he helped in the 
construction of sections of the city’s sewer system as part of a major public works project in 1916 and 1917. He 
is also credited with writing part of the first lowa Plumbing Code. 

. Nancy Angeline Chandler & Archie Addison Martin: Arrived in Ames 1913. They were advocates for black 
ISU students, who at that time were not allowed to stay on Campus. Archie and three of his sons built a house at 
218 Lincoln Way about 1919. It still stands today. Many of the other homes along Lincoln Way have since been 
replaced by businesses. The upper floor served as a rooming house for black students. Perhaps 20-some students 
lived and dined with the Martins at one time or another. The Martin’s lived out their lives in this home. In 2007, 
the Martin House was registered as an Historic Landmark by the Ames Historic Preservation 
Commission. Archie Martin died in 1960 at the age of 102. 

. Nellie & John Shipp: Female students of color were welcomed into the nearby home of John and Nellie Shipp 
at 118 Sherman Avenue. The Shipp’s daughter Mildred married Hubert Crouch, a student who stayed at the 
Martin home. Crouch later became the first African American awarded a doctorate in biological sciences at Iowa 
State University. For over a century, the Martin-Shipp families have retained ownership of the home. In honor of 
the Martins, the Iowa Board of Regents approved renaming Iowa State University Suite 2 residence hall in the 
Union Drive neighborhood to Archie and Nancy Martin Hall. Additionally, the Martins and their home are 
commemorated with a brick pier at 5th Street and Burnett Avenue in Downtown Ames. 

. Jack (John) Trice: Born in Ohio 1902. Married Starland 1922. Trice was an Iowa State student of animal 
husbandry and a member of the Cyclone football and track and field teams. He suffered severe injuries in his 
second collegiate football game and died in Ames on Oct. 8, 1923. He was 21. In the summer before Trice’s 
sophomore year, he eloped with Cora Mae Starland. He was 20. She was 15. The couple lied about her age and 
listed 19 on their marriage certificate. Questions surfaced about whether the Minnesota players intentionally tried 
to hurt Trice because of his race. Reports at the time varied. Iowa State didn’t renew its contract to play Minnesota 
for 66 years; the teams finally faced each other again at Iowa State in 1989. Trice is the namesake of 
the university’s football stadium, the only one at the nation’s major college football schools to be named for a 
Black man. 


Ames History Museum general Information: Beginning May 21, 2023, the Ames History Museum building will be temporarily 
closed until the expanded museum opens in summer 2024. The last lecture by the AHM will be May 24 live-streamed at the 
Ames Public Library in the Rotary Room.

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Iowa in the Civil War 
Malvina Lutz, SCGS Librarian 


Do you have an ancestor who fought in the Civil War? 
Have you done some genealogy research on them, 
regiments, battlefields fought in? You may be interested 
in an upcoming two session lecture class about Iowa in 
the Civil War offered by OLLI at ISU (Osher Lifelong 
Learning at Iowa State University). 


In 1861, Iowa had been a state for only 14 years when 
Abraham Lincoln called for the formation of an Iowa 
regiment, and there was no shortage of volunteers. By the 
war’s end, Iowa had sent a greater proportion of its men 
to fight than any other state. This two-part lecture class 
will follow the journey of a few of those men through 
training and on to battlefields at Shiloh, Vicksburg, and 
Atlanta. 


The lecture presenter will be Jane Cox. Her great-great- 
grandfather from Iowa fought in the Civil War for the 
Union. She has visited many Civil War battlefields, and 
also wrote a play called “Love and Honor” about Iowa 
soldiers in the Civil War. 


This two-session lecture class will be presented on 
Tuesday Oct. 24 and Tuesday Oct. 31, 2023 at 1:00 - 2:30 
pm. It is offered as a Hybrid class with in-person 
attendance at the ISU Alumni Center or by Zoom.

United States Air Force Brief History 


The official Air Force Birthday is recognized as 
Sept. 18, 1947, which is the date of the passage 
of the National Security Act of 1947. That 
legislation created what would later become to 
known as the United States Department of 
Defense. This established the United States Air 
Force as a separate branch of military service. 
The 75th Air Force Day will be celebrated on 
Sunday, Sept. 18, 2023. 


Before the creation of the Air Force, the 
military’s flying operations were handled by the 
U.S. Army on land and the Navy by sea. The 
history of this branch of service is an important 
part of the history of air power in the United 
States. Naturally, the Air Force birthday owes a 
great deal to Orville and Wilbur Wright who 
pioneered mechanized flight with their 
successful mission in 1903. 


Enter the U.S. Army Signal Corps 


When Thaddeus S. C. Lowe was named chief of 
the Union Army Balloon Corps, the long march 
to a separate Air Force began. The Army had 
several units dedicated to military flying over 
from the year 1907 to 1914. The timeline of 
Army aviation includes the following pre-Air 
Force organizations: 

¢ Aeronautical Division, Signal Corps (August 
1907 — July 1914) 

¢ Aviation Section, Signal Corps (July 1914 — 
May 1918) 

¢ Division of Military Aeronautics (May 1918 — 
May 1918) 

¢ Air Service, U.S. Army (May 1918 — July 
1926) 

¢ U.S. Army Air Corps (July 1926 — June 1941) 
¢ U.S. Army Air Forces (June 1941 — September 
1947)

On October 13, 1775, the United States Navy was 
established. The day is celebrated as the birthdate of the 
American Navy. 


Naval Celebration 

The day is mainly celebrated by personnel, veterans, or 
other people related to the navy. Usually, it is marked 
with a Navy Birthday Ball with a formal dinner, 
birthday cake, and entertainment. 


Pirate Problem 

The United States Navy originated over 240 years ago 
as the Continental Navy. The then Continental Congress 
authorized 2 armed vessels to search for ships supplying 
the British army with weapons and ammunition during 
the American Revolutionary War (1775-1783). 


When the war ended, the Continental Navy was 
dismantled, but pirate threats to American merchant 
shipping led President George Washington to establish 
the Naval Act of 1794, creating a permanent standing 
US Navy. 


US Navy Today 
The United States Navy is the naval warfare branch of 


the US Armed Forces. It has more than 300,000 
personnel on active duty and 100,000 personnel in the 
Navy Reserve.

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Website Review: Idsgenealogy.com

Recently a lesser-known website has caught my attention: Idsgenealogy.com 
The name might suggest the website is affiliated with the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, but there is a disclaimer 
on each page stating: “This site is privately owned and is not an official site of FamilySearch International or The Church of 


Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (LDS).”’ 


The website itself is a no-frills one: no glitzy graphics or over-the-top elements, just a clean and easy to navigate site. This is a 
photo of the opening screen: 


The five-minute video in the upper right corner provides an overview tour of the site. 


The Directory portion of the website lists 1.3 million record sources from over 1,700 websites and archives. All of these are 
U.S. resources. I did not find any international resources on the site. The Directory is divided into genealogy sources from each 
of the 50 states, which are further subdivided by county, similar to the U.S. Genweb site structure. But Idsgenealoyg.com goes 
one step further in also adding a Cities category. In addition to this extensive list of sources, you will also find an overview of 
genealogy records in that state and a listing of topics (birth records, immigration records, tax records, etc.) 


Most of the links provided are to free websites, although subscription websites such as Ancestry.com and MyHeritage.com are 
also listed. 


A category in the Directory that is outstanding is the Newspapers and Obituaries containing over 177,000 links. This is a great 
place to start if you are trying to locate an obituary of an ancestor. 


This site also features a Learning Center, accessible from the opening screen. Here you will find over 90 articles on various 
genealogy topics. The “Bulldozer Genealogy” title certainly sounds intriguing! Also included are 30 Brick Wall case studies. 
All of this is available for no charge, as in “free” which is a word we genealogists love (but can’t always expect!). 


And as a bonus, the website contains a tool called “Source Finder Tool.” By inputting a few known facts about your challenging 
ancestor, a list of suggestions is generated for further research. I tried this on one of my brick wall ancestors, and while not all 
the suggestions were relevant, many were. (My prediction: in the age of artificial intelligence, we ’re likely to see more research 
ideas generated this way.)

The series Genealogy 101 and 102 presented in September and October is now in the books. 

Hopefully researchers, beginners and experienced, learned some new things. Now the fun begins (or continues) as 
the exploring phase proceeds. But wait! There are so many paths to follow and record sets to look at. And all those 
genealogy books, web sites, research articles can be just a bit overwhelming. How can you focus your research and 
maximize your time spent? What about all those distractions (also known as “bright shiny objects,” or BSOs)? 


The November 15 Genealogy Plus program is coming to your rescue! Martha Grenzeback, Genealogy and Local 
History Librarian at the Omaha Public Library, will be speaking on “Conquering Genealogical Distractibility 
Syndrome.” 


When asked what she feels the biggest challenge facing researchers today Martha replied, “... staying focused and 
not being overwhelmed by the masses of information now available online. This digital overload makes it harder for 
new researchers in particular to know where to start, and causes them to become discouraged easily if the information 
they need is NOT available online and will require more effort.” 


Martha’s interest in family history began in her childhood when she saw the family bible which was published in 
1830. It included names and dates of the Grenzebacks dating back to the early 19" century. She was especially 
fascinated to see how in a period of just three months in 1847 her great-grandfather was born, two half-brothers died, 
and both his maternal grandparents died. And his mother’s father died on the very day of Martha’s great-grandfather’s 
birth. 


When she was slightly older and started researching the family through other sources it was a revelation to discover 
that all those people listed in that bible were actually real people-- and she was hooked on exploring her family 
history.

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Get Another Hour of Sleep 


In autumn the daylight-saving ends and the clock returns 
from summer time to standard time, also known as the 
winter time. The clock is turned back by an hour which 
allows to take advantage of daylight in the morning 
better. 


In the USA, the time change has been applied since 1918. 
Many countries around the world change the time from 
summer to winter. In the case of the United States, the 
one-hour shift takes place at 2 a.m. of local time. In the 
spring, the clock is moved from 01:59 a.m. to 03:00 a.m. 
DST. In autumn, the clock is moved from 01:59 a.m. 
to 1:00 a.m. DST. Since 2007, the end of the summer 
time takes place on the first Sunday in November, and the 
return to the summer time (by moving the clock forward) 
takes place on the second Sunday in March.

Along with hoping to find an ancestors’ vital records, 
mentioned in an old newspaper, or an obituary...what 
about reading a newer published book on the history of 
the town they lived in. You may find a collection of old 
photos of the town, businesses, schools, and if real lucky, 
a mention of your ancestor.

Not every town in America 
has a short history book written, but many do.

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Little Bit of Ames History 


This party was held on Halloween in Ames. Details are 
below as to where it was held, etc. The sign from our 
collection advertises Skateland’s Halloween party. 
Skateland was located on the same site as 20th Century 
Bowling, on S. Duff, around the area where Texas 
Roadhouse, AutoZone, and Aldi are today. It was in 
operation from 1949 to 1968. Gift of K. McPartland,

This week in Ames’ history: The Lincoln Highway was 
dedicated and a local celebration was held at the high 
school auditorium in Ames on October 31, 1913. 


The highway was the first transcontinental automobile 
route, connecting New York City and San Francisco. The 
route across the Midwest followed major railway lines, 
including through Ames. In Ames, the highway ran 
through town, past Iowa State College, north on what is 
now Sheldon Avenue, and west on what is now Ontario 
Street. In 1929, the route was moved to the straighter 
Lincoln Way we know today.

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Great-Grandfather in the Civil War 


My (paternal) Great-grandfather (Joseph Nathaniel 
Cooper) was born in Tennessee in 1842. The Census 
tracked him across the United States as a child and the 
next place he appeared in the Census was as 8 years old 
in Kentucky. Then, when he was 14 years old, he 
appeared in the Iowa Census. From that point, he 
remained in Iowa until 1862 when he enlisted in the 
Union Army during the Civil War as a Private in 
Company A, 19" Regiment, Iowa Volunteer Infantry. 


According to the Prisoner of War records from his 
Company, he was injured and captured along with 454 
prisoners at the battle of Sterling Plantation, which was 
slightly north of New Orleans in the southeast corner of 
Louisiana. From there, the prisoners were marched to 
Alexandria, Natchitoches, Mansfield and Shreveport, 
Louisiana. From Shreveport they turned west and headed 
to Camp Ford prison camp near Tyler, Texas. (All 
together this was about 400 miles and they arrived on 
October 23, 1863). He was honorably discharged at 
Davenport, Iowa on 10 July 1865. 


This information was taken from a copy of the original 
Department of the Interior, Bureau of Pensions 
application by Joseph Cooper 15 April 1898. He 
mustered out of the Union Army 10 July 1865 at Mobile, 
Alabama. Pension Office claim information - Mabel 
Cooper is listed as Joseph's wife and Arrilla Brown is 
listed as his daughter who "rendered service" to Joseph in 
the months preceding his death on March 29-1921. This 
date and information were also shown as "death date" in 
the "Statement of Attending Physicians" form for 
reimbursement and information to the Pension Office 
dated 30 April 1921. Death date is shown as 29 March 
1921. He died of curcinoma of the mouth, face and throat. 
Joseph had mouth and throat problems throughout his 
entire civilian career and it all stemmed from being 
injured in the Civil War.

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Remember Our Veterans 


Veterans Day will be celebrated on Friday, November 10, 
2023 but state and federal buildings will be close business 
to honor the holiday, which falls on Saturday, November 
11". 


Veterans Day started as Armistice Day, which marked 
the end of The Great War (World War 1) in 1918. Allied 
nations and Germany agreed to lay down their arms at 11 
a.m. on November 11", President Woodrow Wilson 
designated November 11" as the first commemoration of 
the holiday, featuring parades, public gatherings and 
other celebrations. In 1926, Congress passed a resolution 
that made Armistice Day an annual holiday. 


Through the lobbying efforts of Alvin J King, Armistice 
Day was changed to Veterans Day in 1954. President 
Dwight D Eisenhower signed legislation officially 
changing the name to Veterans Day.
